SUGAR AND TOBACCO WANTED. 


A few days since, says the Augusta 
Press of Friday, we urged Georgia pian- 
ters to raise an extra quantity of sorghum 
this year, in order to prepare for the 
high prices certain to be caused by the 
revolution in Cuba. Already the effects 
of this revolution are to be seen. The 
telegraph yesterday announces that the 
export duty on tobacco and cigars have 
been increased, and that the duty on 
sugar bas b2en increased‘one dollar and 
a quarter per hogshead. This will aifect 
the market inthbiscountry. If cur peo- 
ple will be warned in time the tobacco 
p'anteras of Kentucky, Virginia ard 
North Carolina will pitch a targe crop cf 
the weed,’’ and the planters of the 
cotton States will literally make the 
land flow with sorghum, which, in these 
rough times, will bea good substitute 
for ‘‘ milk and honey.”’

ilar committee on the part of the House, 
with a view of deciding the necessary 
measurgs to be acted upon at the present 
session, 80 as to make the se s3icn as short 
as possible. The following Senators were 
appointed to consider the matter and re- 
port to the next caucus: Messerr. Sher. 
man, E imunds, Trumbu!!, S:ewart and 
Pool. The committee, this afternoon, 
after a brief session, agreed upon the 
measures, some five in all, that, in their 
judgment, it is necessary to pass, all of 
which, they think, can be done within 
at least thirty days. Among the meas- 
ures which they recommend are the bill 
to repeal the Civil Tenure Act, and the 
bill to strengthen the public credit, 
which Johnson refueed to sign, and the 
Hpoper bill relating to national banks.

be held, and the action of the Senate 
Com mittee laid before them for adoption.

THB COPPER BILL. 


The Swindle Involved in Its 


As an illustration of the swindle in- 
volved in the copper bill which Congress 
passed over President Johnson’s veto, 
the New York World says; : 

1. It was shown that the duties it im- 
posed on imported copper and copper 
ores would virtually prohibit the impor- 
tation of those articles, and thus strip 
the treasury of whatever revenue it now 
derives from them. 

2 It was shown that the shipping 
interests of the country would be seri- 
ously affected by this virtual prohibition 
of the foreign copper trade. 

8. It was demonstrated that such pro- 
hibition would tend to destroy the busi- 
ness of sme! (ing copper ores in connection 
with asmailer amount of the imported 
article—a business which has hitherto 
yielded the largest share of the copper 
production of the country ! 

4. It was made perfectly plain that 
the effect of the bill would be to enbance 
by nearly seyenty per cent. the cost of 
blue vitriol, thus discriminating against 
the great manufacturing industries in 
which that article is extensively em- 
ployed. 


5. It was shown that the bill, which is 
intended to give a monopoly of the cop- 
per mining business to the owners of 
watered stock in the Lake Superior 
mines, would impose a tax of five or six 
millions upon the people of the United 
States, every dollar of which is to be 
the specuiatorg in those watered

A WILD AFFAIR.

A negro named Odell, a former resi- 
dent of Knoxville, lately got into diffi- 
culty in that city, and attaching himself 
to whatthe Press and Times elegantly 
calls a white ‘* Amazonian demirep,’’ 


demireputable, which we take to be the 
meaning of ‘‘demirep,’’) fled to the 
mountains, and the pair raided upon the 
inhabitants of the surrounding couutry 
indiscriminately.

Return of Gen. John OC. Brck- 


inridge. 


His Recepiion by his Friends 
and Ne!ghbors. 


He is Serenaded and makes 


a Speech, 


From the Cincinnati Commercial.] 
LEXINGTON, Ky., March 9, 1869. 

Mr. John C. Breckinridge comes back 
to Kentucky a man of commanding sta- 
ture, witha face that women call hand- 
some and men intellectual and strong, 
with the same eagle eye that your read- 
ers have seen in pictures of him asa 
Confederate Major-General. His cheeks 
are square from the cheek bones down, 
complexion ruddy and almost florid, 
mustache and chopped goatee of mixed 
gray and sandy, forehead seamed with 
lines of thought and care, and hair very . 
gray, with much more of gray than any 
of us remember in our recollection of 
him. In his commanding personal ap- 
pearance, his stature of rear six feet, he 
reminds us of the John C. Breckinridge 
of military fame. But in place of the 
gray, gold and silver of his warlike days, 

e wears @ plain dark suit of civilian’s 
clothes, and in all hjs foreign experience 
he has not forgotten the cloak that Ken- 
— love in ccmmon with Span- 
ards. 

Gen. Breckinridge left Covington this 
afternoon, at 2 o’clock, with as much 
privacy as possible. I unoderatand that 
Mr. Wash. MclI,2an, of the Enquirer, ac- 
companied him to the train, afver having 
been his host in Cincinnati. He had 
hoped to avoid recognition, in a great 
measure, and to this end word had teen 
given out that he had already passed 
down, and that he had gone by the way 
of Louisville. All along the line of the 
road, from Covington to Lexihgton, the 
stations had been visited by auxious and 
expectant crowds for two days, all desi- 
rous of catching a giimpse of the man 
who, asa Winchester lawyer said to me 
to-day, ‘‘ was more loved by Kentuck- 
ians than apy living man.”’ 

The General, in company with his 
wife, occupied seats in the rear car, and 
at all the sma:l! stations between Cincin- 
nati’ and Cynthiana, thoss who had 
waited and watehsd for him gathered 
around the cur, and forged him to ex- 
change words with them. At Cynthi- 
ane, the first important etapping piace, 

demanded 
bis appearance on the rear platform, 
Said one of the observers; ‘God bless 
him; he looks better than when we 
fougut togetber,”’ Crowds made their 
way into the car and took him by the 
hand. Toall be was the urbane, geutie- 
manly Breckinridge of old, but to‘ali he 
said: Gentlemen, you mus’ excuse me 
for being quiet; Lam here by permis- 
request that | be al- 
lowed to pass quietly.’ But he hada 
sind word from the heart for wany an 
old acquajatanuce, and more than ones 
his eyés filled as old times forced them- 
selves upon his mind. Ssid he; am 
giad to get back to my home once more. 
It is nearly eight years since 7] was 
here.’’ When ssked if the oid scenes 
were familiar to he auswered “ yes,’’ 
and then dived wilh some personal 
friends into many remiviscences of the 
past, aud many persona! recollections of 
old asaocjations, 

At Paris the demoastration exceeded 
even that at Cynthiana. Despite the 
rain, there was alarge crowd on the 
platform, and many calls for his appear- 
auce. After shaking bands at the win- 
dow, he could not resist the demands for 
his appearance on the platform, aod put 
on his closk and went cut.

The General replied that 
he was well, and glad to get back, but 
felt older, and certainly had grown gray. 
Col. Woodford, of the S:utbern Hotel, 
met the Ganeral at Cynthiana, and in- 
troduced many to him, among them an 
Ohbioan, who said he never saw the Gece 
eral, but voted for him ovef there. 

A conversation sprung up about the 
Cabinet. Asto Stewart, Gen. Breckin- 
ridge said, ‘‘He tbhinke doubtless, he 
will make a good Socretary, and so he 
may, as he has head enough to acquire a 


big fortune for himself, but it was strange 


they never thought of that law. Sun- 
ner would never have forgiven himself 
for not being the first .to find that out.”’ 
The General refused a pressing invitation 
to stay at Parie, and left the crowd thére 
waving him adieu, and pushed on for 
Lexington. As he seared Lexington, 
this returned exile peered out into the 
gathering night to catch the familiar ob- 


jects of childhood days, and recognized 


many & one as be sped onward, and 
spoke of them as friends who gathered 
around him. ‘ Nearly eight years sgo,”’ 
said he twice in soliloquy, as old land- 
marks sped behind, and then was silent. 

At Lexington station the waiting 
crowd peered into the cars, and when he 
appeare’ cheered, ‘‘three cheers for 
Gen. Breckinridge.’”’ The object of the 
cheers, modest as ever, simply shook 
hands and pushed his way to a carriage 
with his wife, and with cheers following 
him drove to Will Breckinridge’s resi- 
dence, his home fora time, where ail the 
evening a crowd of visitors and admirers 
congratulated him. He was reticent as 
to politics, and his friends did not speak 


much of the past, bat welcomed him as | 


one simply returned home from a long 
absence—one rauch loved and long ex- 
ected. To reporters he said he di 
want publicity—only quiet. A serenade 
was arranged, but a heavy rain pre- 
vented up to 10 o’eloek. The Ganeral 
had determined to siraply return thanks 
in ten or fifteen words, 

THE SERENADE OF GEN. BRECKINRIDGE 

AND HIS SPEECH. 


Daspite the rain, a serenade took place 
at half-past ten to-night, preceded by 


‘bonfires and rockets. A large crowd, 


| 


preceded by a band, assembled in front 
of the house, the band playing and the 
people cheering for Gen. Breckinridge. 
When the band had ceased playing 
** Home, Sweet Home,’’ somebody called 
for ‘‘ Hail to the Chief,’’ and the crowd 
demanded *' Dixie.’’ The rain was fall- 
ing in torrents, then, buf there were loud 
calis of ‘‘ Down, umbrelias,’’ and down 
went umbrellas, and up went cheers into 
the rain. Atthis point Gen. Breckin- 
ridge appeared, and, amid deafening 
cheers, commenced speaking. His re- 
marks attracted close attention, and 
were greeted at the close with rounds of 
cheers. Gen. Breckioridgesaid : 

‘* Fellow Citizens—In returning home 
after so long an absence, I would be a 
very strange being if I were insensible to 
this very cordial reception from my 
friends and neighbors. I feel it deeply, 
and I thank you sincerely. Rocently I 
have observed that it is very difficult for 
persons in my situation to pursue that 
line of conduct that they may wish to 
pursue. Nevertbeless it may be proper 
to say that I accept this informal, but 
most cordial, welcome as purely person- 
al, and containing no particle of poiiti- 
cal significance, [A voice, ‘ That's 
right.’”’] Indeed, I can and will say that 
the tremendous events of the last eight 
years have had a great tendency to 
deaden, if not destroy, old party feel- 
ings, and for myself I can tru'y declare 
that Ino more feel the political exaite- 
ments that marked the scenes of my for- 
mer years than if I were an extinct vol- 
cano, I will not now say more, except 
to express the pleasure that I feel = 
coming back to the people whom I so 
dearly loved.”’

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. TEXAS. 


The New Constitution Adopted 
by the Cenvention. 


No Disfranchisement on Ac- 


not 


the 4th inst. we extract the following 
synopsis of the new Constitution for 
Texas adopted by a majority of the late 
Convention. It seems to meet with very 
general favor save from the bitter few 
who follow the fortunes of Jack Hamil- 
ton. These are clamorous against it, 
and take no pains to conceal the fact 
that their opposition to it is owing to the 
clause giving the late rebels the privi- 
leges eleewhere denied them :. 

Legislature not to exceed ninety mem- 
bers; Senate not to exceed thirty mem- 
bers; per diega of members $8; Lieu- 
tenant Governor double this amount ; to 
meet at Austin second Monday in Sep- 
tember, 1869; members elected for two 
years; Governor and Lieutenant Gev- 
ernet to hold office for four years ; salary 
of Governor to be $5900 per annum ; 
each member to be paid $6 for every 
twenty-five miles actually traveled in 
reaching the capital, 

The election for State and coynty offi- 
cera (to be elected by the people) on the 
first Monday in July, 1869, at the same 
time the Constitution to be sumbitted to 
the registered voters for their acceptance 
or rejection. Members of the Lower 
House of Congress to be elected at the 
:@ ve time. 


to be elected by the people; the Clerks 
of the District Court are to diacharge the 
duties of Clerks of the Police or County 
Courts. 

The County Courts are to be composed 
of five Justices of the Peace for each 
county, the Justice eleeted at the county 
seat isto be Chairman of the County 
Court, and isto keep his office at the 
county seat. 

The Justices are to be Assessors of the 
S ate and county taxesin their respec- 
tive districts, each county to be divided 
into five districts. 

The Sheriff to be elected by the guali- 
fied electors, and are te be the collectors 
of xer, 

ne Treasurer, Comptroller and Com- 
missioner of General nd Office to be 
elected by the registered voters, to hold 
their offices four years. 

There are to be three Judges of the 
Supreme Court; salary, $4500 per an- 
numj; to hold their offices for eight 
yeare, The Sapreme Court to hold its 
sessions, at the seat of government and 
to remain in session so long as their is 
business before it. | 

The District Judges to bold their offices 
for eight years, salary $3500 per annum. 

Supreme and District Judgea to be 
nominated by the Governor and con-- 
firmed by the Senate, 

The pewers heretofore exercised by 
the County Court, sea Court of Probate, 
are conferfed on the District Courts, the 
District Court to be held three times a 

ear; except in oases of contest as to 

aw or facts The Cierk of the District is 

to make, in vacation, all nesss3ary or- 
ders, pertaining to the settlement of es- 
tates of deceased persons, lunatics, mi- 
nors, ete, 

The number of Districts will be greatly 
increased, on account of the increase of 
jurisdiction, 

There is to he a superintendeat of edu- 
eation, to be appointed by the Governor, 
salary $2000 per annum. The Attorney 
Geperal is to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor; salary $3000 per annum. 

The homestead exemption is 200 acres 
of land in the country; also, city or town 
lotsa, in value not to exceed $5000, exclu- 
sive of improvements. 

There is a provi-ion that mo statute of 
limitation shall be counted from 28:h of 
January, 1561, up to the time of the ac- 
ceptancs of the Coastiiution by tha Con- 
gresa of the United Scates. 

Ne lauds to be sold for taxes, unless 
condemned by a court of competent juris- 
diction, and the land to be sold in suit- 
ablo lots £0,a3 not to sacrifice the entire 
tract. Sales thus made are to pass the 
title. 

One-fourth of the State tax is to be set 
apart for the eupport of the common 
school, also a poll tax of a dollar for the 
same purpose. 

There is a provision also for a road tax, 
the old system of working roads done 
away with. 

Toere is also’ provision in favor of 
mechanics to enable them to enforce a 
lien on the homestead or other property. 

Persons who are qualified electors are 
also qualified jurors. 

The first eleciion to be held by tne 
registered voters. There will be a new 
registration by the commanding general 
under tae laws of Congress. 

All persons over the age of twenty-one 
years who are cilizens of the State after 
the first election are to be voters. 

The Constitution is to be submitted to 
the registered voters by the commanding 
general on the firat Monday in July; re- 
turns of all elections to be made to him,

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The Presi- 
dent to-day nominated to the Senate 
George 8. Boutwell, of Maas., as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; Hamilton Fish, 
of New York, as Secretary of State; 
Gen. John A. Rawlings, as Secretary of 
War; E. B. Washburne, of Illinois, as 
Minister to France; Frank Moon, as 
Assistant Secretary of the Legation of 
France, and A. G. Curtin, of Pennsylva- 
nia, as Minister to St. Petersburg. 

A report prevails that Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
field will be assigned to the command of 
the Pacific coast, vice Gen. Halleck. 

Mr. Binckley attempted an assault on 
Mr. Rollins to-day in theatreet. 

Secretary Washburne resigned by rea- 
son of continued ill health. 

A delegation of the Radical members 
of the Legislature, headed by Foster 
| Blodgett, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, and accompanied by 
J. M. Cliff, member of Congrees, Colonel 
Hopkins, Col. Prince and Mes:rs, H. M. 
rurner, J. M. Sims, two of the lately ex- 
pelled members of the Georgia Legisla- 
ture, waited on the President about 3 
o’clock this afternoon, to present the rea- 
olutions of the Republican State Conven- 
tion, held on the 5th instant, setting 
forth their grievances and sufferings,and 
asking that the Reconstruction Laws and 
the act of admission of June 25tb, 1868, 
be literally compiied with. 

The delegation was received in 
the ante-room by Gen. Dent, and after 
waiting a short time were presented to 
the President in his private office, and 
Blodgett addressed him on the subject of 
their visit. The points presented for the 
consideration of the President are: First. 
The truthfulnees of their grievances and 
the reasons therefor. Second, They 
point out the remedies therefor. Third. 
They earnestly, urgently and moet re- 
spectfully ask Congress and the Presi- 
dent to apply the remedies. . 

After shaking hands with the delega- 
tion individually, Grant listened to the 
address of Blodgett, and on its conclu- 
sion, said he could not make avy reply to 
what had been said, at present, as it 
was a matter which be would have to 
think about and talk over. He wanted 
to say one thing very mucb; that was, 
all classes of citizens would be protected 
in their opinions every wifere, aud be de- 
sired to see the speedy establishment of 
law and order in the South. He had 
seen in the papers that the Legislature 
of Georgia were to-day going to vote on 
the 14:h amendment, and inquired how 
they would dispose of it. Mr. Blodgett 
replied that they would pass it,as the 
Democrats in the Legislature bad in- 
formed him that this would be the case ; 
as Congress had inflicted negro suffrage 
on them,they were now going to try toin- 
inflict it on the d—d Yankees. The 
President smiled, and said that was more 
than he had expected, and he seemed 
pleased at the prospect of so easy a solu- 
tion of the vexed question. The inter- 
view then terminated, 

The crowd of visitors at the Executive 
mansion to-day was greater than apy 
day since the President eutered upon 
the duties of his office. Private inter- 
views were granted to a great many of 
the callers, including Senatora Cole, 
Cragio, Kellogg, Sumner, Drake, 
Schurz, Williams, Stewart, Fowler, of 
Tennessee, Goo. “Reid, of Fiorida, and 
also many Representatives, among 
them Banks, Hawley, Parin, Dariing, 
and othere. Besides these, a vast num- 
ber of persons were admitted to the 
President’s offive before twelve o’clock, 
the hour for elosing the doors to vieitors. 

Secretary Cox received a large num- 
ber of visitore, at the Interior Depart- 
ment, this morning. 

Commissioner Delano was completely 
overrun with callere. 

The Senate this morning having been 
in Executive session, a few minutes, 
confirmed Washburne as Minister to 
France, in place of Dx, resigned ; also 
Boutwell, as Secretary of the Treasury ; 
Rawlings, as Secretary of War ; and Fish 
as Secretary of State. The following 
pames were also sentin to-dgy by the 
President: James Longstreet, as. Sur- 
veyor of the Port of New O-leans; and 
Jas.

THE JUDIOIAL ELECTION. 


Meeting.of Membera of the Bar 
Yesterday. 


Appointment of Committees, 


In pursuance to the call published in 
the APPEAL yesterday morning, signed 
by about one hundred members of the 
bar of Memphis, about that number of 
lawyers assembled in the Law Court- 
roor, yesterday afternoon, immediately 
on the adjournment of the Court, 

Qn motion, Mr. Chas Kortrecht was 
called to the Chair, and Mr. Channing 
Richards appointed Sesretary. 

Mr. Kxortrecht, in taking his seat, ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the honor 
conferred iathe usual manner. He ther 
stated the object of the meeting, viz: a 
Conference of the members of the bar for 
the purpcese of takiog action in regard to 
the nomination of candidates, to be voted 
f.r at the approaching judicial elections. 

Judge Archie Wright moved that a 
committee, to cohsist of nine members of 
the bar, be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to consider what action should 
be taken by the bar in. the matter, and 
to report tne same to a future meeting, 
in case they should deem it necessary. 

The Chair,.was about to put the mo- 
tion of Judge Wright to the meeting, 
when Judge Dickson arose and asked 
that the purport of the resolution be ex- 
plained. He did not exactly see the ob- 
jects which were to be submitted to the 
action of this committee, and would like 
to apprehend them, He, as one ofa 
class—the bar—did not want to come 
into conflict with the people as a class, 
and he thought if the bar intended thus 
to dictate to the people in the choice of a 
caniidate, such action wceuld produce 
thisresult. If this committee was in- 
tended merely to ascertain the feelings 
of the people, and report accordingly, he 
was not epposed to it, but if it was in- 
tended asa‘‘cut and dried’’ thing to 
pominate candidates, which the bar af- 
terwards would force upon and dictate 
to the people, who are the electors, he 
was opposed toit. The programme of 
this meeting looked like a ‘cut and 
dried’ thing, a put up job. He knew 
aliaboutit before he came there, and 


bed the programme right there in his 


ket. 

At this point the speaker was inter- 
rupted by Judge Wright, who said that 
neither the present meeting nor his reso- 
lution was proposed or gotten up in the 
spirit of dictation tothe people. This 
was a thing which he wis.ed studiously 
to avoid. 

Judge Dickson then resumed his re- 
murks. He wanted a free, fair and open 
thing for ail. tie wanted the people to 
bs consulted. It was highly proper that 
the bar shouid consult and vise with 
the eleciors. (Judge Wright—‘‘ I agree 
with you perfectly, ’Squire. We agree 
on that point.’’) He wanted the differ. 
ent districts to meet and appoint dele- 
gates, and let tho nomination be partici- 
pated in by all the siectors, 

The Chair explained that such was the 
inteation cf the resolution, as he under- 
siood it, ‘The question being calied for, 
the resclutiou Was thea put and carried 
unanimously. 

The Chair stated that in the nomina- 
tion of this committee he understood the 
desire to be that he should act irrespec- 
tive of party politics. ‘‘ Certainly,’’ was 
the reply from varicua quarters. Afcer 
some delay the following names were 
annouaced as the committee: Hov, Ate 
chibald Wright, Co!. John 8S. Kerr, M. 
T. Williamson, T. R. Smith, J. B Wood- 
ward, Horace E. Tucker, J. O. Pierce, 
W. M. Rands!ph and M. D. Ewell. 

Mr. Ewell stated that he had been 
but a short time in the city, and was not 
registered. He therefore hoped that the 
Chair would pnt sompbody else in his 
place. Mr. L E. Dyer was then nomi- 
nated in place of Mr. Ewell. 

Oa motion of Col. Kerr, the Chair and 
Secretary were added to the committee, 
and she Chair endowed with power to 
fiilapy vacancies that might ecear in 
the commiitee. 

Capt. Van Anderson would suggest 
that the commitise should consist only 
of those who were present and took part 
in this meeting, for their absence from 
this meeting plainly indicates that they 
do not intend to co-operate with any fu- 
ture ove, 

Tie suggestion was not acted op, how- 
ever. 

Major Belcher moved that a Commit- 
tee of Five membersof the bar be ap- 
pointed to call upon the members who 
had not signed cbe cal), and ask them for 
their co-operation with those who had 
signed. — 

Just here a curious old fellow, who 
looked the very embodiment of one of 
Dickens’ Characters, astonished the as- 
rem blage by moving the insertion of the 
words, ‘Shelby county ” after the word: 
members of the bar.. The amendment 
was accepied, and the Ciair, aboyt to 
put the motion thus amended to the 
meeting, when the queer old fellow, 
(whose name no one seemed to know), 
who had Kept up a mouthing and growi- 
ing, claimed the floor to ‘'‘ address the in- 
teliigence of the meeting, the bar of 
Memphis.’’ His comical, curious, an- 
cient looks, his mode of speech, and, 


witbal, the manner in which he deman- 


ded to be allowed to address the “ intel- 
ligerce2,’’ proved too many for the risi- 
tles of some, snd open laughter greeted 
him. This seemed to arouse his ire, and 
he appealed to the Chair to take the sense 
of the meeting by the “hiss’”’ and 
‘*noce’’ as to whether he ahouid speak or 
not, A little Babbel seemed here let 
loose, and amid cries of ‘Speech !” 
hb,” “Question,” and peels of 
laughter, the oid fellow whipped out a 
bucdie of papers and browgat them to 
this reporter (whom he mistook for the 
Secretary of the meeting) and told him 
toread them. We refused, and he com- 
menced bis oration. The jeering con- 
tinued and Mr, Barneg aroes and said, 
‘ Tf the meeting was to bs converted into 
au affair of ridicuis he would beg leave 
to withdraw.”’ This did not stop the 
no'se much, aod he repeated his remarks. 

B. N. Hart, E-q, moved that Mr. 
Barnes be aliow:d to withdraw. 
(Laughter ) 

Somebody meanwhile moves to ad- 
journ, acd the motion is carried—tbe old 
fellow talzxing away allthe time. The 
reporters pick up their papers and start 
to leave, when amid the uproar, the 
motion to adjourn is reconsidered, aud 
the queer old feilow choked off 

Tae Chair then put the question which 
was before the house before the adjourn- 
ment and it was carried. The following 
gentlemen were named on the commit- 
tee: Messrs. Belcher, Van Anderson, H. 
T. Dicks, L.. F. Marye, Lawis Bond. 

A motion to adjourn mas made tut de- 
feated, and a gentleman, whose name 
we could not learn, introduced a series of 
resolutions declaring the action of this 
meeting anti R=publican, inasmuch as it 
wished to diciate to vuters. 

Oa motion of B. N. Hart (or Van An- 
ae it was tabled by au unanimous 
vote. 

Another motion to adjourn was lost, 
but was renewed a moment after, and 
prevailedé—miuch to the disgust of two or 
three, or @ baif dczen, lawyers who had 
prepared speeches for the occasion, and 
who did not like to be disappointed.

AN INTERVIEW WITH GEV. 
FORREST, 


A Talk about! the Negro and 
Railapads, 


From the Courier-Journal! 

NASHVILLE. March 9.—A few days 
ago, General Fvrrest, and Major Minor 

erriwether, engineer of the levees on 
the Mississippi, were my companions 
part ofthe way from New Orleans. I 
have no doubt a sketch of some of the 
conversation which transpired between 
us willinterest the readers of the Cou- 
rier-Journas, 

EMIGKATION TO THE SOUTH. 

As we passed through beautiful tracts 

of country, lying waste, I asked General 


) Forrest how it ever could be populated ? 


‘With negroes,’’ was bis reply.‘ They. 


are the best iaborers we have evef had iu 
the South. Those among us during the 
war behaved in such a manner that I 
shall always respect them for It, and I 
would not have one cf mine back, nor 
have them enslaved, if I could. My 
house servante,’’ continued he, ‘are 
with me yet in Memphis, and never 
would leave me.”’ 

** But,’’ said I, ‘‘you have had the 
name of being hard on that ‘ peculiar’—’’ 

‘It is not true,’’ he said with energy ; 
have always-felt kiod towards them, 
and always treated them kindly. Even 
the ‘Fort Pillow massacre’ was inves: 
tigated and the Federal officers, to a 
mand, stated thatI was not to blame. 
The fort never hauled down fiag—I 
cutitdown with my own hands, and 
did all I could to stop the firing.’”’ ** But 
how, General,’’ contiaued I, ‘‘ are you to 
repopulate with negroes?’’ ‘'‘ Get them 
from Africa,) was his startling rep! y— 
** they’il improve after getting here; are 
the most imitative creatures in the 
world, and if you putthem in squads of 
ten, with one experienced leader in each 
squad, they will soon revive our country. 
I want Northern men to come in here; 
and would protect any man who comes 
to buildup the country with my life, 
but they won’t come; Europeans won’t 
come ; then, I say, let’s get Africans. By 
pursuipg a liberai policy to them we can 
benefit them and they ue. The prisoners 
taken in war over there can all be turned 
over tous, and emigrate and be fread- 
here. I had an interest,’ continued 
he, ‘‘io the Wasderer, and we brought 
over 400 ; only s'x per cent. died. They 
were very foud of grasshoppers and bugs, 
and I taught them to eat cooked meat, 
aod they were as good nigcers as ever I 
bad. When prejudice gets over our 
Government will ‘oster this echeme: 
there is no need cf a war of races. 
wat toseethe whole country prosper. 
It’s my country, and I don’tintend to 
give itup aslorg as Ican do anything 
to builditup. lam an American, and 
feom the day I surrendered have been 
forthe United States.’’ 

RAILROADS. 


Major Meriwether and the Genora! 
were returning from Selma, whither 
they had been to purchase the Selma 
and Marien Railroad. The arrangement 
was periccied, and the iron of the Now- 
bern road waz turned over to them—gtv- 
ing 60 miles of track now in running or- 
der, and iron for twelve miles more to 
begin the great Salma avd Memphis 
road. They seemed in high spirits at 
the of early cuccess: Bat,” 
said [, ‘even thougi: you should build it, 
the stock will be worthless, for I left 
New Orleans on the great Soutiiern road 
with (en passengers, and even now that 
we have passed Jackson with the accu- 
mulation of two railroad feeder, we 
have only about seventy-five passen- 
gers.’’

Miscellaneous. 

—The citizensof the different neigh= 
borhoods wili be pleased to learn that the 
postoffices at Donelson and Waite’s Bend 
have been re-opened lately. and mails 
will run accordingly. 

—Toe Banner saye: We understand 
that Gov. Senter wiil not have anything 
to do with pardoning out convicts from 
the penitentiary, as has been the custom 
with his predecessor. He intends to 
leave it diseréfionary with the courts. 

—Gov. Senter has issued a proclama- 
tion ordering an election to be held on 
Thursday, the 15th daycf April, fora 
Crancellor of the Seventh Chancery 
District, which office was made vacant 
by the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Barry vs. Lauck. 

—There are not overa hundred and 
fifty militia in Nashville at the present 
time. The Union and American of 
Wednesday says: ‘‘Gen. Cooper re- 
turned from the front yesterday. He 
laments the fact that hia heroic veterans 
bave been covered with more measles 
than glory since their arrival in G:les.’’ 


Iiew Gov. Senter Construes the Modifi- 
cation of Martial Law. 


Gov. Senter, in reply to a delegation 
of gentlemen from Giles county, who 
called upon him to know how con- 
strue General Order No. 4, stated that it 
was his intention in promulgating the 
order to leave the laws and the civil ex- 
ecutors. of the laws untrammeled, and 
to authorizes them to ca'tl upon the mili- 
tia for aid in the execution of the law, 
whenever the civil remedies migbt prove 
or bea likely to prove insufficient. In 
short he assured them that the militia 
was designed, under the same order, to 
operate in aid of, and as a protectiun to, 
the civil authoriti and not out- 
side or in defiance of them, except in 
the case of offenses against the militia 
themselves. But he farther said that 
this modification was based upon the as- 
sumed good faith of the civil aythorities 
and the promised readiness of the citi- 
z ns to bring offenders to trial, and that 
where persons known to have violated 
the law were permitted to go at large, 
without any attempt or effort to bring 
them to punishment, and upon refusal 


the duty of the militia to take jarisdic- 


tion and do what the civil aainorities 
had failed or refased toa da.

The New York Commercial Bulletin 
says: ‘‘ It is understood that the bill pro- 
hibiting the certification of checks was 
signed by the Jate President. Inquiries 
made at Washington have resuited ina 
denial of this understanding; but the 
banks generally regard the bill as having 
become a law, and act accordingly. 
Some banks decline to rgeogniz3 the law, 
uotil they have been officially nitofied 
of ite adoption: others have discontinued 
certification entirely, but a majority find 
it necessary to becoms partise to 
observing it oaly in form. In some 
cases the banks give a “dus bill”’ 
bill’? to the customer desiring a certifi- 
cation, which bill is deposited, and be- 
comes a basis for certification. Ia other 
cases & loan is made by the bank to the 
customer, and the amount deposited by 
him in the bank against which thecheck 
is certified. And in cases where brokers 
‘keep accounts in two or more banks, a 
check is drawaz against one bank and de- 
posited in the other,against which the lat- 
ter certifiee. The banks find noalternative 
between adopting these expedients and 
allowing their accounts to go to the State 
banks, Which are ‘free from this restric- 
tion. The statement is less favorable than 
was anticipated. The banks havo lost 
$1,689,000 in legal tenders, and $1,345,000 
in specie, making a total reduction in 
the reserve-of $3,034. The decline of
